TLe first 
twenty-three precincts out of 632 give Bry- 
an and Sewall 1,262; Bryan and Watson, 77; 
McKinley, 570; Palmer, 107. 

In the first congressionai district S. M. 
Sparkman; silver democrat, is re-elected by 
a plurality approximating 8,000. In the sec- 
ond district Robert W. Davis, silver dem- 
ecrat, has a plurality of 3,000 or more over 
J. R. Stripling, republican. 

Eight wards in Jacksonville give Bryan 
1,264, McKinley 1,086 and Palmer 236. 

For congress the same wards give Da- 
vis, democrat, 1,178; Stripling, republican, 
718: Ambler, gold, 356. Duval county will 
give Bryan 900 majority. 

Seventy-nine precincts, including eight of 
the Jacksonville wards, give Bryan and 
Sewall, 6,992; Bryan and Watson, 237; Mc- 
Kinley 5,202 and Palmer 387. This indicates 
a reduction of Bryan's plurality to 8,000.

Lincoln, Neb., November 3.—As William J. 
Bryan sat in the public dining room of the 
Paxton house, Omaha, this morning, eat- 
ing his breakfast. in company with Mrs. 
Bryan, he did not look like a man with 
an anxious mind. He slept well last night 
after the fatigues of his final day 6f cam- 
paigning, and was up at 7 a. m. His break- 
fast was of the heartiest. His appearante 
was bright and vigorous... Mrs. and Mr. 
Bryan drove in a carriage from the Pax- 
ton through the chilly, damp atmosphere 
to the union station, where the candidate 
bought tickets for Mrs. Bryan and hitm- 
self, shook hands with a few people who 
recognized him, and went aboard the Bur- 
lington train, leaving Omaha for Lincoln 
at 8:30 o'clock. Mrs. Bryan carried a box 
of flowers presented at one of the meet- 
ings last night, while the candidate bore 
a bundle of souvenirs. 
in the regular ladies’ car of the train. Na 
incidents occurred on the journey to Lin- 
colIn, which was reached at 10:15 o'clock. 
A brass band played “Home, Sweet: Home’’ 
at the Lincoln station as the candidate 
stepped from the train, and the members 
of the Traveling Men’s Silver Club and 
Bryan Home Guards cheered heartily as 
he passed through the double line they 
had formed, The band started ahead pip- 
ing a lively air. The organization formed 
a guard of honor around Bryan’s carriage, 
and in this order he was escorted to the 
courthouse to swear in his vote. 

The swearing-in process took a moment 
only, and Mr. Bryan, after getting his 
certificate, took his place in the proces- 
sion again. Mrs. Bryan had gone. home 
in a carriage taken at the Burlington 
station, and the candidate rode to the 
polling place in a fashionable trap to the 
air of “Just Tell Them That You Saw Me,” 
played by the band. The veting plare for 
precinct F, fifth ward, was in the fire en- 
gine house on F street, near Fourteenth. 
Mr. Bryan entered it through a double 
line of those who took part in the parade, 
and after having his registration certificate 
inspected, went into one of the uncur- 
tained booths. A few minutes after il! 
o'clock he came out with two folder slips 
of paper in his hand, and waited patient- 
ly until the status of two elderly voters 
fould be ascertained. Rev. Mr. Howe, 
chaplain of the state penitentiary, was 
judge of the election there. ‘‘William J. 
Bryan votes two,” he called out to the 
clerks. This meant that Bryan voted on 
the proposed constitutional amendments 
as well as for national electors and the 
state ticket. He voted the straight demo- 
cratic and people’s independent ticket, the 
designatfon given the democratic silver and 
populist combination by the state courts. 
Just as he was depositing his ballots, one 
of the republican challengers called on 
the people present, about fifty in number, 
to uncover out of respect to Bryan. Every- 
body bared his head, and when the word 
was passed to those outside that this had 
been done, they, too, took off their hats. 
Again, under the escort of band and clubs, 


Mr. Bryan was taker to his home on D 


street. The crowd cheered as he ascended 
the steps of his dwelling, and turning to 
the gathering, the candidate made a little 
speech of thanks.

NEW YORE. — 

‘New York,. November 3.—(Special.)—New 
York state has approximated the most 
sanguine expectations of the republican 
campaign managers, the only crumb of 
comfort remaining to the democrats being! 
the five congressmen elected in this city. 

The closest estimates it is possible to 
make, based upon. the returns received at 
midnight, indicate that McKinley's plu- 
rality in the state over Bryan will exceed 
250,000. It may be said without fear of 
contradiction that this terrible defeat for 
the democracy has been brought about by 
democratic votes. oe 

Bryan in all the state has carried only 
Schoharie county, which has ever been 
true to the democracy. 

The state republican ticket has fallen 
far behind the national ticket, nevertheless 
it is probable that the official figures will 


show that Black’s majority for governor 
will exceed 150,000. 

In the city came the greatest surprise. 

It had been confidently expected that 
New York would not depart from its tra- 
ditions and 30,000 was the lowest mark the 
democrats would this morning admit for 
Bryan’s majority.

Baltimore, MG, November 3.—Election 
day in Maryland dawned warm ahd sunny 
and nearly the full voting strength of both 
the leading parties was registered in the 
city and country. In Baltimore long lines 
of voters were in waiting at the 310 voting 
places when the polls were opened at 6 
a. m., and by 10 o’clock it was estimated 
that nearly half of those entitled to vote 
had cast their: ballot. Long waits at the 
polls were to a great extent obviated by 
the fact that the city had been redistrict- 
ed and 104 new polling. places added since 
the last election. No precinct in Baltimore 
contains more than 400 voters. The polis 
were closed at 5 p. m., an hour earlier 
than heretofore. Democrats and republi- 
cans claimed the state, the former placing 
their majority at 10,000 and the republii- 
cans claiming 25,000. Returns came in 
slowly from the city preeincts and indi- 


cated from the start a large republican : 


vote. The first ten scattering precincts 
gave McKinley 1,720, Bryan 1,624. 

At 10 o’clock tonight the  indicatior®& 
point to the election of {ve republican 
congressmen in Maryland. But fragmen- 
tary returns from many of the counties 
had been received. Ti@ three districts 
made up in part of Baltimore city—the sec- 
ond, third and fourth—have given Baker, 
Booze and McIntyre handsome majorities. 
Ex-Congressman Sidney E. Mudd’s ma- 
jority in the seventeenth ward of this city 
will probably suffice to overcome any dem- 
ocratic majorities in the other counties. 
Captain John McDonald, republican, is 
elected from the sixth district, composed 

Baltimore, ‘Md, November 3.—Maryland 
spoke today in no mistakable terms for 
gold standard and protection. McKinley 
and the republican candidates for congress 
and the municipal and county officers swept. 
the state. The vote of Baltimore city com- 
plete and returns from scattered districts 
of the counties point to a republican plu- 
rality of 30,000 on the national ticket. This 
is 12,000 more than Governor Lowndes re- 
ceived in 1895. 

The election of five, and probably six, 
congressmen, a judge for the circuit court 
of Baltimore city and _ fifteen out. of 
twenty-two city councilmen is the result 
of today’s struggle. With the exception of 
one, the eljrhth, McKinley had a majority 
in every one of the twenty-two wards of 
the city.

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From Savannah to Liverpool. 

In securing a direct line of steamers 
between Savannah and Liverpool Presi- 
dent H. M. Comer, of thé Georgia Cen- 
tral Railway Company, has not only 
displayed his customary énterprise and 
shrewdness, but, in view of our com- 
mercial difficulties at this time, he has 
rendered a most important service to 
tf people of this section. 

On account of the harsh discrimina- 
tion against Savannah with respect to 
ocean tariff rates, making it impossible 
for the Georgia port to compete suc- 
cessfully with other towns along the 
coast, it was absolutely mecessary 
that something of the kind should be 
done. Such have been the enormous 
tariffs from Savannah to New York 
that cotton shippers, as a rule, have 
been foreed to seek some other port, 
thereby entailing a heavy loss upon 
the business of Savannah and of this 
entire section. 

In order to overcome the effects of 
this discrimination against the Geor- 
gia port, and furthermore to se- 
cure a direct communication with 
Liverpool, which has long been a most 
desirable thing for this state, Mr. Co- 
mer, a8 announced in yesterday's Con- 
stitution, has negotiated with one of 
the largest ship firms in Liverpool, for 
a direct line of steamers between that 
port and Savannah. Under this perfect- 
ed arrangement the farmers of the 
south will now enjoy the long coveted 
privilege of shipping their cotton 
straight to England. 

Though Georgia will profit largely. by 
this direct ‘means of communication 
with Liverpool the advantage is one 
which will be felt in common by every 
state in the south. It will greatly in- 
crease the commercial importance of 
Savannah while at the same time it 
will exercise a potential influence in 
restoring this section to its former pros- 
perity.

Consul’s Report to the President De- 
velops a Change of Situation. 


CRISIS CAUSED THE DIPLOMAT'S DEPARTURE 


Weyler Was Not Pleased with the 
gaps, yee Interference in the 
Trial of Competitor’s Crew. 


New York, May 3.—A Herald special from 
Jacksonville, Fla., says that Cubana lead- 
ers here and in Key West declare that 
they have reliable information that the re- 
lations of the United States and Spain 
have reached a crisis ani that develop- 
ments of great international {importance in 
regard to Cuba may be expected within the 
next month. 

Advices received from Havana are to the 
effect that the departure of Consul General 
Lee for Washington was caused by this 
crisis and that his report to President 
Cleveland will be of such character that it 
will almost certainly result in action being 
taken by the United States. It is under- 
stood that the case of Competitor prison- 
ers was the immediate cause of the de- 

artparture of General Lee. 

Othe Spanish authorities have been dis- 

posed to proceed in a high-handed way in 

regard to these prisoners and without re- 
ard to treaty rights. 

 Genieal ras he not been advised by Cap- 
tain General Weyler that the prisoners 

would be retried, but as soon as the consul 


and that the case had been called for mili- 
tary and not for civil consideration, he 
sent an energetic note to Captain Gen- 
eral Weyler, protesting against any retrial 
not in accordance with treaty stipulations 
and entering exceptions to the proceedings 
as inaugurated.

General Lee then sent Captain General 
Wevler a second note, more energetic 
than the figst, in which he reiterated his 
previous objections, and in addition strong- 
ly hinted that the irregular proceeding, if 
not remedied, would prevent the United 
States from recognizing in any way the 
validity of the new trial. Captain General 
Weyler did not answer this note, but 
shortly afterwards the court martial pro- 
ceedings which had been instituted in the 
Cabana fortress were suspended. 

Again and again Captain General Weyler 
requested General Lee to furnish proof 
that the prisoners were American citizens, 
and as cften the consul replied that they 
Were all captured under the protection of 
that flag. Captain General Weyler then 
proposed to allow the correspondent, Mel- 
ton, to gp free, but to punish the d5thers, 
General Lee again replied tat he could 
make no distinction, as the American flag 
was over them all. | 

In the meanwhile General. Lee and Sec- 
retary Olney were in constant cable cor- 
respondence about the matter, and the con- 
sul general was finally ordered to Wash- 
ington. 
~For diplomatic reasons Consul General 
Lee would probably deny it, but it is a 
fact, nevertheless, that he said to an in- 
timata friend before leaving for the 
United States: : 

“It would not surprise me if 
return to Havana in a warship.”

Wants No More Elections. 

Editor Constitution—Just now, and for 
good reasons that have been often told by 
the press of Georgia, as well as by promi- 
nent individuals, our people should have 
a quiet rest from the turmoils of_political 
uncertainty and the commotions of un- 
necessary elections. 

By hard work and at an expense of a 
great deal of time, labor ani money the 
democratic party brought Governor Atkin- 
son through to his present exalted station. 
We, as a party and as party workers, are 
entitled to a good long rest from our la- 
bors. And Governor Atkinson, as well as 
ourselves, should be allowed to enjoy the 
fruits of our toil. 

A sad accident has befallen us. We have 
lost one of our most beloved and valuable 
citizens. For weeks and months the demo- 
cratic party labored day and night to se- 
cure beyond doubt the election of Judge 
Crisp to the United States senate by the 
present general assembly. By an over- 
whelming majority the friends of Judge 
Crisp were selected and sent to the legisla- 
ture under instructions for him. But alas! 
he has been taken from us. 

Now what shall be done? Select and 
elect some one else of course. Who shall it 
be? It is no part of this article to sug- 
gest a name, but I write to plead that our 
worthy governor be allowed to remain 
where he is.

“Our peach growers have discovered a 
new disease which has attacked their 
trees,’’ said Major Andrew Beaston, who 
is interested in fruit canning in Maryland, 


believe has not appeared anywhere out- 
side of my state, but it would be well for 
the Georgia fruit men to be on the lookout 
for it. Trees affected by it have a charac- 
teristic: reddish tinge, due to the discolor- 
ation of the under side of the leaves, which 
have a tendency to roll upward and in- 
ward, thus exposing the under surface. 
Some of our experts think that it comes 
from imperfect soil conditions, and it has 
been suggested that perhaps the trees do 
not properly assimilate the plant food in 
the soil.

“A presidential election costs this country 
all of $3,000,000,”. said Harry Kelly, of New 
York, yesterday.. “I see you have been 
figurirg up the cost. of a special election 
here in Georgia, end run the estimates up 
to $50,000. It costs $425,000 just to run the 
election in New York éity. We have 1,392 
polling places in the city, and the average 
vote is about 300,000. So it can be seen that 
it costs $1.40 fcr each voter to deposit his 
ballot. They have about 8,000,000 ballots 
printed. These cost $40,000, for you know 
that we have the Australian system. Every 
ticket is on the sheet, and it is a big 
blanket-looking thing. I have seen it stated 
that these ballots weigh fifty tons, and if 
placed end to end would stretch 2,000 miles. 
Each ballot has to be printed with the 
number of the election precinct on it. 

‘Voting is slow work under our system, 
and the precincts are so placed that they 
have only 200 voters to accommodate. In 
some of the crowded parts of the city 
the voting strength of a precinct may run 
up to 400. Nearly all these polling places 
are in some small store, a barber shop or 
cigar stand. The city usually pays $50 rent 
for the use of the place for the one day, 
and hundreds of them do. not rent for 
more than $25 a month. Something like 
100 booths are portable. They are used up 
in the resident section, where there are 
no stores or shops. These booths cost the 
city $100 each. We have seven officials 
at each precinct, against five, I believe, in 


‘each for the four days of registration, and 
$12 for election day,.That makes $36 which 
each inspector gets out of his job. Ten 
official ballots are all that rre allowed at 
a single election, tut each voter can se- 
lect feur of these sets and make up his 
vote out of them. However, if he.does 
not .fold his.ballot exactly right, of neg- 
leets some little detail, his vote does not 
count. The ballots are guarded carefully 
after being printed. ‘The police and the 
firemen do the watching. If the ballots 
should happen to be stolen or destroyed by 
fire within two or three days of 2n election 
it would be almost impossible to get an- 
other supply printed in time. The United 
Etates government hires deputy marshals 
to watch on election day. In the whole 
country, I suppose that the government 
employs a quarter of a million deputies, 
and they do not report 5300 cases of fraud.

ponent. 

The total majority for Colonel Livingston 
is 2,269. In the two counties which were 
lost to Captain Hendrix the latter secured 
majorities of only 175 votes. 

Many populists are said to have remained 
away from the polls during the day, re- 
fusing to vote at all, while quite a number 
are said to have voted the straight repub- 
lican ticket, erasing the name of Colonel 
Livingston and voting for Hendrix. 

Colonel Livingston’s largest majority Is 
in Fulton county, which he carried by a 
majority of 1,70. He led in nearly every 
city and county precinct, receiving two- 
thirds of the vote polled. 

In Walton county Colonel Livingston re- 
ceived a majority of 150. Clayton county 
relled. up a democratic majority of 25, but 
Rockdale gave Hendrix a majority of 2 
votes when the count was announced. 

Colonel Livingston won an easy victory in 
Newton, receiving a total of 300 votes over 
Hendrix. Douglas county, one of the two 
counties that went for Hendrix, gave a 
majority of 150. 

DeKalb county is safe for Colonel Living- 
ston by a majority of 250 and Campbell 
county gives him twenty-five majority. In 
the entire district Colonel Livingston re- 
ceived 2,444 votes over Hendrix, and taking 
Hendrix’s majorities in the two counties 
carried by him-—Rockdale and Douglas, 
2.269 is left as the total majority of the 
district in favor of Colonel Livingston. 

The congressional fight has been waged 
fiercely and under adverse circumstances. 
The populist vote was turned into the 
Hendrix column where it was polled and 
those who did not vote for Hendrix re- 
mained away from the polls and did not 
vote at all. Hendrix also received the 
solid republican vote, but even under these 
circumstances carried only two counties 
out of the eight, and those by small ma- 
jorities. 

Fulton county was a surprise to the re- 
publicans, populists and “sound money” 
men. They had figured on a republican ma- 
jority and had bet on the result, but the 
story told by the count is entirely differ- 
ent from the estimates that had been 
made several days prior to the election. 

“Hendrix will be elected by a good ma- 
jority,”” wagered a republican yesterday 
morning. “He will carry Fulton county 
easily ‘and the other counties wili add to 
his majorities. Fulton county will go re- 
publican.” 

The figures last night brought disappoint- 
ment to the republicans, populisis and 
“sound money” men who had voted for 
Hendrix. Early in the afternoon the fig- 
ures came that Hendrix had no chance on 
earth of winning the fight, or of even 
carrying the county. In the fourth ward, 
which is the home of Hendrix, Colonel 
Livingston ran exceedingly close, being de- 
feated in that ward by but little less than 
100 votes.

HE BENT TO KISS THE BIBLE 


Father of His Country Was Pro- 
foundly Moved and Could Not 
Hide His Agitation. 


From Harper's Monthly. 

On the 30th of April, in the presence of a 
great concourse of people, who first broke 
into wild cheers at sight of him, and then 
fell silent again upon the instant to see 
him so moved, Washington stood face to 
face with the chancellor of the state upon 
the open balcony of the Federal hall in 
Wall street, and took the oath of office. 
“Do you solemnly swear,” asked Living- 
ston, “that you will faithfully execute the 
office of president of the United States, and 
will, to the best of your ability, preserve, 
protect and defend the constitution of the 
T’nited States?’ ‘I do solemnly swear,” 
replied Washington, ‘‘that I will faithfully 
execute the office of president of the United 
States, and will, to the best of my ability, 
preserve, protect and defend the constitu- 
tion of the United States;” and then, bend- 
tng to kiss the Bible held before him, bow- 
ed his head and said: “‘So'‘help me God!” 
in tones no man could mistake, so deep 
was their thrill of feeling. ‘‘Long live 
George Washington, president of the 
United States!” cried Livingston to the 
people: and a great shout went up with the 
booming of the cannon in the narrow 
etreets. 

Washington was profoundly moved, and, 
with all his extraordinary mastery of him- 
eclf, could not hide his agitation. It was 
a company of friends, the senators and 
representatives who stood about him with- 
fn the senate chamber as he read his ad- 
dress, after the taking of the oath. Some 
very old friends were there—men who had 
been with him in the first continental con- 
gress, men who had been his intimate cor- 
respondents the long years through; men 
who were now his close confidants and 
sworn supporters. Not many = strangers 
could crowd into the narrow hall; and it 
Was not mere love of ceremony, but gen- 
uine and heartfelt respect, that made the 
whole company stand while he read. He 
visibly trembled, nevertheless, as he stood 
in their presence, strong and steadfast man 
though he was, ‘‘and several times could 
searee make out to read; shifted his 
manuscript uneasily from hand to hand; ; 
gestured with awkward effort; let his voice 
fall almost inaudible; was every way unlike 
himself, except for the simple majesty and 
sincerity that shone in him through it all. 
His manner but gave emphasis, after all, 
to the words he was reading. ‘The magni- 
tude and difficulty of the trust,’’ he de- 
clared, “could not but overwhelm with de- 
spondence one who, inheriting inferior en- 
dowments from nature, and unpracticed in 
the duties of civil administration, ought 
to be peculiarly conscious of his own de- 
ficiencies:” and no one there could look 
at him and deem him insincere when he 
added: ‘‘All I dare aver is, that it has 
been my faithful study to collect my duty 
frvin a just appreciation of every circum- 
stance by which it might be affected. All 
1 dare hope its, thate«if in executing this 
task I have been too much swayed by a 
grateful remembrance of former instances, 
or by an affectionate sensibility to this 
transcendent proof of the confidence of my 


consulted my incapacity as well as disin- 
clination for the weighty and untried cares 


the motives ‘which misled me, and its con- 


some share of the partiality with which 
they originated.’ 

His hearers knew how near the truth 
he struck when he said, “the smiles of 
heaven can never be expected on a nation 
that disregards the eternal rules of order 
and right, which heaven itself has ordained; 
and the preservation of the sacred fire of 
liberty, and the destiny of the republican 
model of government, are justly considered 
as deeply, perhaps as finally, staked on the 
experiment intrusted to the hands of the 
American people.’’ It was, no doubt, ‘‘a 
novelty in the history of society to see a 
great people turn a calm and scrutinizing 
eye upon itself,’”’ as the people of America 
had done; ‘‘to see it carefully examine the 
extent of the evil’’ into which disunion and 
disorder had brought it; “patiently wait 
for two years until a remedy was discover- 
ed,”’ and at last voluntarily adopt a new 
order and government ‘‘without having 
wrung a tear or a drop of blood from man- 
kind;’’ but Washington knew that the 
pra.se deserved for such mastery and self- 
possession would be shortlived énough if 
the new government should fail and be 
discredited. It was the overpowering 
thought that he himself would be chiefly 
responsible for its success or failure that | 
shook his nerves as he stood there at the 
beginning.of his task; and no man of sensi- 
bility in that audience failed to like him 
the better and trust him the more implicit- 
ly for his emotion. “It was a very touch- 
ing scene,’’ wrote Fisher Ames, of Massa- 
chusetts. “It seemed to me an allegory in 
which virtue was personified as addressing 
those whom she would make her votaries. 
Her power over the heart was never greater 
and the illustration of her doctrine by her 
own example was never more perfect.”’ ‘I 
feel how much I shall stand in need of the 
countenance and aid of every friend to 
myself, of every lover of good government,”’ 
were Washington's words of appeal to Ed- 
ward Rutledge, of South Carolina; and he 
never seemed to his friends more attractive 
or more noble than now.

natural. But, on the other hand, it must 
be remembered that of this production $250,- 
000,000 came from Nevada county alone 
$200,000,000 from Sierra county and $220,000, 000 
from Tuolemne county. These three coun- 
ties are located on the “mother lode,” and 
indicate how extensive that celebrated 
body is. It extends in an unbroken line 
along the western slope of the Sierra Ne- 
vadas for a distance of 12 miles, and in 
places widens out to twenty-five or thirty 
feet. It runs through Tuolomne, Calaveras 
Amador, El Dorado, Placer, Nevada, Sierra 
Plumas and Shasta counties. It has pro- 
duced immense quantities of gold, but the 
work of exploration has barely commenced. 
This increased activity in mining Opera- 
tions is due partly to the general attention 
that has been called to the richness of the 
mines in that state, and partly to the im- 
proved methods of operation. New and 
powerful explosives are now available; 
there are improved machine drills and air 
compressors for underground work, improv- 
ed winding gear and improved pumps; the 
ore-reducing apparatus and Seagentrators 
are now more efficient amiigeesg 
operate. With new and cheap prog 
the extraction of the precious metals from 
the pulverized quartz, the grade of ore 
that can be profitably worked has been 


notably reduced. 

Another factor that ts beginning to be 
felt is the use of electricity for power and 
lighting. This force bas been employed to 
a certain extent in cheapening the cost 
of working the mines, and will in the fu- 
ture be used to a considerably greater ex- 
tent. By means of electrical transmission, 
the water power of the rivers can be uti- 
lized to work mines that cannot now be 
operated owing to the searcity of water. 
The Rawhide mine has now changed from 
water and steam to electric power, deriv- 
ing the power from a stream at a point 

near Columbia, nine miles distant from the 
mine. A project to utilize electrical trans- 
missions for working a number of mines, 
now lying idle through lack of power 
was adopted recently, and though it is not 
yet an accomplished fact it is at least an 
jndication that European capital is looking 
into the mines of California with a view to

One of the Destructive Characteristics 
of Spain. 
From The London Spectator. 

Europe presents no spectacle more ex- 
traordinary than the contrast between the 
nerve of the Spanish people and their in- 
capacity In action. For eighteen months 
they have endeavored to reconquer a re- 
vyolted colony 4,000 miles away, and have 
in the effort used and consumed resources 
such as it was hardly believed outside 
of Gpain that they could have called up 
even to resist invasion. 

They have actually forwarded to Cuba 
210,000 regular troops, sufficiently equipped, 
a force nearly three times as great as that 
with which this country met and quelled 
the Indian mutiny of 1857, and more than 
three times as great as the white garrison 
which holds the Indian empjre. The army, 
sufficient, one would think, for a defensive 
war against France, accomplished nothing, 
but the Spanish statesmen lose neither 
heart nor hope. They are wholly uncheer- 
ed by victery; they know that their sol- 


tating appeal to the military law, which 
makes resistance to the conscription one of 
the most deadly of offenses. If the 
Philippines rise in tnsurrection, the pre- 
mier offers to send an army there also, 
even an army of cavalry, if that will be 
the army most required.

Replies To What He Terms Dr. 
.  Robins’s Plea That He Has Been 
' Hounded Down. 


Dr. H. P. Myers has written a red-hot 
rejoinder to Dr. Lee and Dr. Robins on the 
issue raised over the latter’s bqok. 

While it is not profound, as he says, Dr. 
Robins and his friends, he declares, will 
not find it dull. 

He writes: 

“To all anxious and inquiring friends I 
would say, in this concluding article, that 
there is no personal feeling between Dr. 
Robins and myself; certainly none on my 
part, and I do not think there is any on his. 
i am not after controversy, nor am I after 
him, particularly; but I am after his book. 
When it first appeared I thought proper to 
make a mild protest, not so much against 
any cne particular thing in it, as against 
its entire drift and tendency. I took a sam- 
ple here and there and put it under the mi- 
croscope in order to discover the texture 
of the whole. I could not notice every de- 
fect in the book without writing another. 
Most people could see the merit of this 
‘method’ and its relevancy in the present 
instance. I am sorry Dr. Robins could not. 
He seems to be utterly unconscious that I 
have, so far, said anything to the purpose. 
I shall have, therefore, to speak a little 
plainer—plain enough for him to under- 
Stand. in my previous review I fired a 
blank cartridge across his bows in order to 
bring him to; I perceive that my guns will 
have to be shotted and aimed at his hull. 
1 am not seeking to ‘down’ Dr. Robins in 
controversy; I am endeavoring to defend 
the faith of the fathers against a most in- 
the bearing of which the 
assailant himself does not fully understand. 
I am standing by—and would stand there if

Now this question of griginal sin is a lake 
profound, and its exploration in line with 
the purposes of this article all the more diffi- 
cult, since Dr. Robins has muddied it some- 
what obut the edges. I cannot undertake 
a treatise on this subject, even to attain so 
desirable an end as bringing it into harmony 
with Dr. Robins’s great discoveries. Per- 
haps we thay find in this paragraph -the 
clew to his views on depravity, which he 
says I have missed. I will essay it. After 
quoting the twentieth article, he says: ‘Je- 
sus as the “Lamb slain from the founda- 
tion of the werld,’’ has made such propitia- 
tion for the sins of men that every child of 
Adam has a birthright of redemption,’ as if 
he expected me to dispute the statement. 
I subscribe to it. But he says just above, 
“There is no guilt, no sin in ‘original sin’’ 
or “inherited evil’’ if this article is true 
and if St. Paul is to be believed when he 
says that ‘“‘where sin abounded grace did 
much more abound.’’’ Now, I would like to 


- ask him if there is no guilt in original sin, 


what need of propittiation?

That is, they were both born ‘re- 
deemed ;’ they inherited no taint. Cain be- 
came depraved by his own act; Abel did 
not, since ‘only one’ of them sinned Abel 
was neither an ‘original’ nor an ‘actual 
sinner. If you can find one human being 
free of the hereditary taint, you have up-~- 
rooted the doctrine. Dr. Robins has found 
five; Abel, Nicodemus, the blind man and 
his parents, 

‘He is not satisfied with my treatment of 
what he says about Nicodemus. I do not 
wish to leave him any just ground of com- 
plaint. I will take this up again in. con- 
nection with the nine facts he declares the 
seriptures to teach concerning the person-~ 
ality of Jesus Christ. If it were not that 
his book affords abundant evidence that 
he frequently uses terms without compre- 
hending them, I would say that he comes 
perilously near denying the divinity of our 
Lord. When a Unitarian minister uses the 
following language concerning this pook, 
we may be sure that the Trinitarian view 
is not very strongly set forth: ‘Now, with 
all due respect to orthodoxy, the theory 
which this book seems to approach, is the 
true and the only theory.

social faculties. . . At this period, too, 
nearly all the temptations of heredity 
course through the blood, and all the ten- 
dencies of appetite assert themselves. Why, 
then, should we quarrel about theological 
terms? And why shculd we dispute about 
theories? Is there not something that fur- 
nishes us the basis on which to work? And 
taking this as a basis, may we not by the 
application of a passion for the influence 
and magic power of love, make effective the 
force that is to work the perfection of the 
world?” The quotation is fragmentary, but 
it is not distorted. A Unitarian may save 
men by ‘a passion for the influence and 
magic power of love,’ even Christ’s love, 
or try to do it, and still deny the divinity 
of Jesus Christ. I am told that Dr. Robins 
often says, ‘My creed is Christ.’ Is that 
his Christ? I do not charge him with being 
a Unitarian, but I warn him that he is on 
the very edge of the maelstrom. While I 
Gid not quote the above for this purpose, l 
call attention to the remarkable similarity 
in tone between it and some passages in 
Dr. Robins’s book; evidently, these two 
divines have been drinking out of the same 
spring. But this quotation does not fully 
justify the statement with which I started 
out above, and I do not make _ reckless 
statements. I leave that to him. Now for 
the proof: ‘1. Jesus was born of the flesh.’ 
I might admit this if I understood in what 
sense he uses the term ‘flesh.’ I admit his 
second, third and fourth postulates. I ad- 
mit, once for all, His humanity, and that is 
all the above statements mean. I do not 
doubt Dr. Robins’s orthodoxy on the hu- 
manity of Jesus Christ. ‘5. That He pos- 
sessed a human as well as a divine nature.’ 
I admit this as I understand it. But what 
does our author mean by his ‘divine’ na- 
ture here? Has he not told us that ‘divine’ 
qualities may be transmitted under the law 
of theredity. May he not hold that the 
‘divine’ nature of Jesus Christ came by ‘in- 
heritance’ from the virgin Mary? ‘6. That 
the spiritual is not first in appearance, but 
that which is natural, and afterwards that 
which is spiritual.’ 

“Now as to his piteous plea for public 
sympathy on the ground that he is being 
hounded down. Let us quote his words: 
‘My crime has been that I have tried to 
contribute something larger and more ele- 
vating to my generation. This is looked 
upon as heresy by many who profess to be 
followers of Jesus Christ, and for this I 
Ought to be driven out of the Methodist 
church. Three hundred years ago, for this 
same offense of heresy, I would have been 
burned. With Mr. Wesley I can say, 
‘Blessed be God, the laws of our country 
do not allow of this.’ 1t is the spirit of the 
inquisition without the power to vent its 
diabolical hate in consuming fires.’ Now, I 
would just like to know by what kind of 
mental process he got into this staté of 
mind. Is there a bit of the genuine or real 
about the man, or has he been dwelling so 
long in an imaginary world that he has lost 
his hold upon sublunary things? He seems 
to feel himself quite a martyr. What are 
the facts in the ease? He publishes a book 
and sends it around to the newspapers. 
Some of them sketch it a little and find 
some things to commend. They publish 
these, and Dr. Robins is ‘indorsed.’ Carey 
and I examine the book and give our 
candid opinion of it, for what. it is worth. 
This is not favorable, and it raises a row. 
I make a rather vigorous attack upon ‘the 
doctrines of the book and show them to be 


unsound. This somehow gets into the daily 
press, and a sensation results. Dr. Robins 
finds it getting” pretty warm, and finds 


that he may have to defend his views be- 
fore his conference and then—raises the 
cry of ‘persecution.’ Who is persecuting 
him? One is a born Har and the other is a 
born fool. That is What he says of them, 
put into plain English, with the creases 
taken out. Why, he ought to be able to 
manage both of them, and not half try. 
He ought to impale both of them on one 
spit. He has had a fair field. Neither of 
these men has his reputation or his learn- 
ing. Let him hold his own, if he can. True, 
he has a very w2ak cause, but so much the 
greater honor, if he pulls through. I am 
afraid he has not heard so much candid 
talk in a long time. In fact, so much of 
it at once is rather unusual with me; and 
Il am a tolerably candid man.

I am ready to 
make him the best amends in my power. |

“I also think that the standard of ad- 
mission to the bar should be raised. Several 
of the states require that an applicant 
should be examined by the supreme court, 
not only on law, but that he should pass a 
good English examination, The State Bar 
Association has dealt with this matter of- 
ten and recommended a change. The usual 
examination now is a farce. Citizens are 
oftentimes worried with suits which no ca- 
pable lawyer would bring. It is to the in- 
terest of the people and bar of the state 
that only worthy men be admitted to prac- 
tice. By such a restriction the administra- 
tion of justice would be facilitated and the 
eupreme court would no longer be requested 
to grant new trials because of the incom- 
petency of the attorneys in presenting 
their cases. My intention is to embody 
these ideas in a bill, providing that once a 
year an examination in writing of all ap- 
plicants for admission be conducted by the 
supreme court in such a way that the 
names of the applicants be not known until 
their rejection or admission be determined, 
and that those falling below a certain stan- 
dard be refused admission. 

To Change Garnishment Law.

HF EXPLAINS ITS PROVISIONS 


System Is After the General Secre 
Ballot Law of Other States, 


MR, SLATON WILL OFFER NEW BILLS 


He Thinks the Law on Insanity Trials 
for Murder Ought To Be Amend- 
ed in Several Respects. 


The general assembly will be given an 
opportunity to vote on the adoption of the 
Australian ballot system during this ses- 
sion. 

Representative T. B. Felder, of Fulton, 
will introduce in the house this morning a 
lengthy bill providing for the establish- 
ment of the system in this state. He will 
urge the legislators to adopt the bill and 
it will become one of the most important 
measures before the present session. 

The bill provides for the establishment of 
the secret booth system as it exists in 
many northern and western states and it 
is designed to protect the voters and to 
insure a fair ballot. The bill covers forty 
pages of closely written matter. 

Colonel Felder was asked about his bill 
yesterday and he explained it and the pur- 
pose in view. He says that it is time some 
better election system should be established 
in Georgia and that there is no system | 
which has given more general satisfaction 
than what is known as the Australian sys- 
tem. 

Colonel Felder thinks that the system will 
insure a fair election, an honest count and 
will protect the voters, guaranteeing them 
perfect security and secrecy in casting their 
ballots. He said yesterday: 

What the Bill Is. 

“My bill provides for the establishment 
of the Australian ballot system in Georgia, 
except that certain things and provisions 
of the general system are changed to meet 
the conditions existing in this state. The 
bill was carefully prepared and it con- 
tains the best features of the many ballot 
laws existing in other states. The system 
has been tried and it is recognized as the 
best system in existence. 

“The bill provides that election booths 
shall be provided in each militia district of

A man in Vienna has developed a love 
for medicine, of. which he swallows large 
doses daily, although suffering from no

was so obtained. This bill will generally be 
a@ great protection to the public and will 
encourage better and cheaper public ser- 
vice. 

About City Court Adjournment. 

“Another bill I have introduced is one 
amending the act providing that city courts 
must adjourn Fridays before the next suc- 
ceeding term, so that the acts shall not 
apply to city courts having six terms a 
year. Our city courts are over a year be- 
hind, and this bill I have introduced would 
Save several months a year which must 
now be lost by reason of adjournment of | 
the court. If this bill passes the judges can 
adjourn in their discretion. It was intro- 
duced at the earnest solicitation of a large 
number of the Atlanta bar. 

“I have also introduced a bill for the in- 
crease of the salary of the sheriff of the 
superior court from $1,000 to $1,600 a year, 
the increase of $6,000 to be paid from su- 
preme court costs. The sheriff not only per- 
forms the usual duties of his‘ office, but 
from early until late helpg the judges !n 
searching for authorities, and his duties 
will be increased by the addition of the 
three new judges. All of the members of

He was 
in Many ways eccentric, but in none so 
much as in pill-taking, or what a chroni- 
cler of the period describes aS “a most 
inordinate craving for physick.”’ 

The following figures may be regarded as 
incredible, but there seems -to be no rea- 
son to doubt their accuracy. In the twenty- 
one years, from 179% to 1816, Mr. Jessup 
consumed 226,924 pills, which is at the rate 
of 10,806 a year, or twenty-nine a day. 

Many. more of these were taken in the 
later than in the earlier years. From i811 
to 1816, a period of five years, the rate of 
consumption averaged seventy-eight a day, 
while in one single year, 1814, Mr. Jessup 
swaliowed as many as 51,59 pills. 

These astounding figures came out in 
the course of an action tried at the Lin- 
coln assizes in 1817, when an apothecary of 
Bottesford, who had supplied the whole o” 
the medicine, sued Mr. Jessup for the 
amount of his bill. In spite of taking all 
these pills, with the addition of 40,000 bot- 
tles of mixtures and juleps and electuaries, 
Mr. Jessup, who was unmarried, lived to 
the age of sixty-five. The apothecary’s bill, 
for the amount of which he was sued, 
covered ho less than fifty-five long and 
clesely-written columns. .

Young Man in New York in 
Search of Millions. 


R. T. SMALL’S GOOD LUCK 


Has Discovered a Fortune in an En- 
glish Estate. 


COMES FROM GOVERNOR TELFAIR’S ESTATE 


Is a Traveling Man Residing in West 
End, This City, and Left a Few 
Days Ago for New York. 


Mr. R. T. Small, a well-known young 
traveling man of this city is on the tratl 
of a large fortune in New York. Mr. Small 
lives at 49 Baugh street, West End. He has 
been absent in New York several days, and 
at his home yesterday nothing could be as- 
certained as to when he will return. 

The story of his new found fortune 1s 
told in The New York Journal as follows: 

“R. Telfair Small, of Atlanta, Ga., is a 
young man with shrewd brown eyes and 
a manner that carries conviction. So when 
he says he intends to devote all of his en- 
ergies to the work he has set before him 
you do not doubt him for an instant, and 
the conviction is even stronger when it is 
known that he js after the possession of 
oe considerably more than $25,000,- 


“Mr. Small is the great-great-grandson 
of Governor Telfair, of Georgia, and his 
connections are the best in that part of the 
south. He has placed the case in the hands 
of James Lindsay Gordon, of the district 
attorney’s office, this tity, and Mr. Gordon 
expects to have soon all of the available 
data of the claim in hand. 

“From time to time desultory efforts have 
been made by the American heirs to get 
the wealth they believe is their, but with- 
out success. The estate was left by three 
brothers, who went from Scotland before. 
the revolution and settled on the island of 
Mauritius and made immense fortunes in 
sugar. 

“They were Alexander, David and Ed- 
ward Telfair, in the order of their ages. 
Alexander and Edward were widowers, 
and each left a son named after himself 
in London, It is not apparent how parents 
nd children lost track of each other, but 
Fong probably on account of the unset- 
tle@vondition preceding and during the waP. 
David Telfair died first and left his wealth 
to his brothers, and when Alexander and 
David passed away there were no heirs 
to claim their great fortune. 

“Alexander, Jr., who became a doctor, 
and Edward, Jr., a lawyer, came to this 
country and settled in Georgia. They de- 
clined to take part in the struggle for inde- 
pendence, and during the revolution return- 
ed to England. After the end of the strug- 
gle they weht again to Georgia, only to 
find their property confiscated. Edward, 
Jr., had a son, also called Edward, who be- 
came governor of Georgia. Alexander, Jr., 
had two sons, one of whom was named 
Alexander and whd was the great-grand- 
uncle of young Mr. Small. When Governor 
Telfair died he had no direct heirs and left 
his fortune to two maiden sisters, who de- 
voted it to charity. “. 

“Mr. Small’s grandfather received word 
that a box containing valuable papers had 
been sent him from India. He never re- 
ceived it, however, and a visit to England 
was without result, though he learned that 
years before the heirs of the Telfair estate 
had been advertised for. In his investiga- 
tion he encountered all sorts of obstacles 
and finally returned home. . 

“A relative of the Telfairs living in Eng- 
land at present wrote recently that the es- 
tate was worth, exclusive of interest, $25,> 
000,000, and that there was a chance to get 
it. The American heirs have raised a fund 
and propose to make a long and determined 
fight to establish their claims and recover 
the lost millions. 

“Jacksonville, Fla., November 1.—The 
Stocktons, of this city are interested in 
the Telfair claim, now pending in the Eng- 
lish courts. They claim the interest of 
Julia Telfair, who was their mother. Mr. 
T. T. Stockton says he has paid little at- 
tention to the claim, but understands the 
estate now amounts to many millions of 
dollars.’’

Tight Sleeves To Stay. \ 

It is remarkable with what suddenness 
the epidemic of small sleeves has spread. 
In the spring and summer we positively 
refused to have them in our thin dresses, 
and every woman of opinions stoutly 
maintained that she would never wear 
them. Meanwhile the designers have gone 
on quietly designing alluring styles with 
which to win us against our wills, and 
lo and behold! our new gowns have small 
sleeves. After all, it is the general effect 
that we admired, and not -any technical 
form of drapery. Woman liked the pro- 
portions which the large sleeve gave 
her. She was wide through the shoulders 
and narrow through the waist, a con- 
summation which has been getriven for ev- 
er since the first woman wore stays and 
a Medici collar. 

This effect we have preserved for us in 
the autumn fashions. By one device or 
another, whether it be puff, bertha or 
epaulet, the shoulder line is extended, and 
this is enough. But just as rigidly is the 
rule of the close-fitting sleeve adhered to. 
In one case the large puff looks almost

$1,000,000 ON HIS PERSON. 


With This Sum Colonel J. H. Burns 
Traveled 3,000 Miles. 
From The San Francisco Kxaminer. 

A unique character is Colonel J. H. 
Burns, who, with $1,000,000 in his charge, 
made a trip from Chicago to New York 
last week. He was in charge of a Wells- 
Fargo express car, in which $1,00¢,000 in 
gold and a trifie of $45,000 in silver were 
packed to transfer from the sub-treasury 
in San Francisco to the sub-treasury in 
New York. T. D. Warwick helped Colonel 
Burns guard the money. At no time during 
the trip, the schedule and time table of 
which was carefully kept secret, were thé 
precious contents of the car lacking their 
vigilance. 

Colonel Burns has guarded so much gov- 
ernment money in its transit. across the 


time—not..if the sixty-five years he has 
already spent on earth was certain. to be 
doubled. In the year 1885-86 he guarded 
over $40,000,000 in coin transferred from 
San Francisco to Washington—$30,000,000 in 
gold and $10,000,000 in silver—weighing in 
all 300 tons and involving forty-nine ship- 
ments. These forty-nine trips across the 
continent and back again are far from 
being the extent of the colonel’s travels as 
a guard of treasure: For thirty years, more 
or less, he has been in charge of money in 
transit. 

He was for a long time chief of guards 
for the Southern Pacific railroad pay car, 
which traversed Arizona and other bad 
lands, where train robbers abounded, and 
carried nearly always from $500,000 to $800,- 
000. “Did the robbers ever bother you?” 
the colonel was asked. ‘I never lost a 
cent of all the millions entrusted to my 
care,” said he in a quiet sort of way—not 
with any suggestion of self-laudation, but 
in a tone simply intended to let the fact 
be known. “‘But I was badly scared one 
time while traveling from Kansas City to 
St. Louis on the Frisco road. Two corpses 
frightened me, not because they were 
corpses, but because I was afraid they 
weren’t. I can’t say what made me sus- 
picious, but I expected to see the sides of 
those rough boxes flap down any moment 
and a couple of robbers come rolling out 
with their revolvers in their hands. I sat 
watching those boxes many hours with a 
carbine across my knee and a brace of re- 
volvers near at hand. But after all it turn- 
ed out that they were sure enough corpses.”’ 
The colonel is a dead shot-—one of the 
best in the California National Guard, with 
which he has been connected for many 
years, enlisting soon after the war, in which 
he saw service with the First California 
regiment. ‘Those bars pendant from a pin 
on his bosom are not for bicycle ‘“‘centu- 
ries.””’ Each bar was gained in rifle and re- 
volver competition, and the other bars and 
medals tell of the colonel’s prowess on 
other flelds of martial activity.

SOLDIERS USE THE BICYCLE. 


A Body of United States Troops Ride 
1,000 Miles. 

The bicycle for military use is non an as- 
sured success. It has been given a test by 
United States troops in the far west that 
shows ‘beyond peradventure that, however 
problematical may be its advantages in act- 
ual battle, it is already. of vast practical 
utility in various other purposes of military 
necessity, says The New York World. 

This test was made by a detachment of 
eight men from the Twenty-fifth infantry, 
at Fort Missoula, and was under the com- 
mand of Lieutenant Moss. The men chosen 
were ordinary riders, and the bicycles were 
the regular output of one of the big stand- 
ard concerns of the east. The test was to 
be a thousand miles over common mountain 
roads, with the riders equipped for such 
exigencies as might befall them in a scout- 
ing or messenger run through a hostile 
country. 

Besides 130 pounds of rations, the party 
carried a complete rough camping outfit— 
blankets, rifles, thirty rounds of ammuni- 
tion to each man, extra tires and all the 
paraphernalia of a forced march. The aver- 
age weight of the wheels packed was sey- 
enty-seven and a half pounds. The weight 
of wheel and rider ranged from 272 to 202 
pounds each, 

From Fort Missoula the party wheeled to 
Fort Harrison and Helena on bad mountain- 
ous roads and against strong head winds. 
Nevertheless, the whole distance of 132 
miles, including the crossing of the main 
range, was done in twenty-two hours of 
actual work, or at an average rate of six 
miles an hour. , 

From Helena they wheeled to the Nation- 
al park, every portion of which was visited. 
Then they ran down the upper Yellowstone 
valiey, and turning up Trail Creek pass, 
crossed the Bridger range into the Gallatin 
valley, and wheeled to Bozeman through 
mud and storm, 

From Bozeman a run of seventy-two 
miles to Townsend was made in one day. 
There the party was ordered home for spe- 
cial duty. 

The result of the march was a surprise 
even to the strongest supporters of the bi- 
cycle. Lieutenant Moss reported that both 
soldiers and wheels had stood the journey 
reinarkably well. The test was made a 
thorough as possible and under all condi- 
tions; they had ridden in all kinds of weath- 
er, through mud, sand and dust, crossing 
mountain ranges and fording streams.
